There  was  no  change  in  the  District  during  the  year,  the  area  is 
41,114  acres . 

The  District  enciroles  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Walton-le-Dale  U.D.,  Leyland  U.D.,  and  Preston  R.D.,  on  the 
South  by  Wigan  R.D.,  Standish  U.D.,  Adlington  U.D.,  and  Horwich  U.D.,  on  the 
West  by  West  Lancashire  R.D.,  and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R.D.,  Withnell  U.D., 
and  Turton  U.D, 

The  District  is  varied  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable 
industry'-,  most  parts  of  the  District  are  rural. 

Agriculture  predominates  in  the  area  which  has  its  share  of  rich  agriculatural 
land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  mining,  the 
Royal  Ordnance  factory  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on  its  own,  brickm-'king 
is  carried  on  in  several  parishes,  and  the  old  craft  of  b-asket  making  is  still 
carried  on  in  Mawdesley.  There  are  in  additior  vast  industries  in  some  of  the 
adjoiriing  areas  which  provide  work  for  residents  of  the  District. 

Last  year  I referred  to  the  "Best  Kept  Village"  Competition  and  the  fact 
that  Eccleston  had  won  the  award.  Eccleston  were  again  competitors  but  on  this 
occasion  the  award  went  to  Wrea  Green  and  Eccleston  were  given  second  place.

xiifectious  cases  from  this  area  are  now  sent  to  Deepdale  Isolation 
Hospital,  Preston, 

The  total  number  of  infectious  cases  notified  during  the  year  was 

492. 


This  figure  is  more  than  4OO  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  due 
to  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified. 

There  were  11  new  Cvuses  of  tuberculosis,  10  pulmonary  and  1 non- 
pulmonary  against  8 pulmonary  and  2 non-pulmonary  last  year. 

There  were  only  8 cases  of  acute  pnuemonia,  compared  with  24  cases 
in  1958. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified. 


Food  PoisorjLng. 

There  v.'as  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified.  The  causative  organism 
was  not  identified. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  case  there  vras  an  outbreak  of  food 
pois^'ning  due  to  Clostridium  V'Te'lchii  at  a canteen  in  the  District.  There 
were  eight  cases  in  the  outbreak,  they  were  found  after  exhaustive  inquiries 
and  examination  of  faeces .

Influenza . 


In  February  the  epidemic  v/as  at  its  height  in  the  area  and  the  numbers 
affected  were  sucb  that  the  Ministry,''  of  National  Insurance  stated  that  the 
claims  were  such  that  the  'flu'  had  reached  epidemic  proportions. 

Infective  Jaundice. 


In  common  with  several  adjoin-ing  Districts  there  were  3 suspected  cases 
of  irfective  jaundice,  one  at  the  Euxton  C.E.  School  and  two  at  Hoghton  C.E. 
School . 

S^l^^nella  Dublin  in  a Bovine. 

Whilst  there  were  no  humans  affected  as  a result,  inquiries  were  made 
int"  a cases  where  a calf  hod  died  '■■s  a result  of  salmonella  fublin,  the 
feeding  stuffs  were  examined  but  the  actual  S'^urce  was  not  found,  the  calf 
had  been  braught  into  the  District. 


Disinfection  of  ^remises. 


Terminal  disinfection  is  still  carried  out,  and  during  the  year  42 
prsaises  were  disinfected.

During  the  survey  it  was  found  convenient  to  visit  the  nearby  village  of  Croston 
and  separate  statistics  are  attached  for  this  short  survey. 

Response  at  Croston. 

The  resporiSe  of  558  X-ray  in  1959  compares  very  favourably  with  the  1956 
respor^se  of  513  and  it  was  very  gratifying  to  see  that  a further  200  people  attended. 
Again  one  case  of  active  tuberculosis  wcs  discovered,  as  in  1956,  and  this  illustrates 
once  mors  that  these  small  surveys  should  be  continued  wherever  possible.

After  collection  ■'^ail  closet  contents  are  disposed  of  chiefly  by  tipping 
int^  sowers,  lagooning  v.'hich  vras  the  common  practice  once.unon  a time  has  almost 
been  replaced  bv  disnosal  in  sewers.  Emptying  into  sewers  is  not,  however, 
without  its  pr-bleras,  particifLarly  during  a summer  like  the  one  in  195*^  when 
th^re  was  no  rain,  orid  resultant  flushing,  for  long  neriods.  Some 
difficulties  were  experienced  daming  this  tim.e,  and  thes-e  were  aggravated  by  the 
r.‘n-existence  of  special  sewer  ventilating  shafts.

Inspection  of  shops  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council . 

A larg'G  proportion  of  the  shops  in  the  l^istrict  are  house-shops  operated 
by  the  family. 

Many  discussions  on  food  hygiene  have  token  place  at  the  time  of  shops 
inspections.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


There  are  two  less  industrial  chimneys  issuing  smoke  than  last  year,  This 
is  as  a result  nf  Swansey  Mill,  V/hittle-le-Woods , and  Victoria  Mill,  \'\rheelton, 
being  no  longer  in  use  as  Mills.  Victoria  Mill  is  actually  closed  and  used  for 
no  purpose  Swans ey  Mill  is  now  a warehouse. 

Bef-^re  the  change  of  use  of  Svransey  Mill  to  a Morehouse  there  was  a proposal 
to  convert  it  to  a foundry’- . The  site  on  which  the  Mill  stands  is  almost  surrounded 
by  property  and  it  is  low  in  relation  to  the  property.  The  Public  Health  Department 
felt  strongly  about  establishing  such  a process  at  Swansey  Mill.  The  Council  after 
considering  every  aspect  of  the  matter  refused  the  application.  This  led  to  a 
Public  Inquiro,^  in  February,  1959?  when  the  evidence  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
formed  the  basis  of  the  Rural  District  Council's  case.  The  Rural  District  Council's 
decision  was  upheld  bv  the  Minister. 

There  was  one  serious  smoke  complaint  during  1959*  This  did  not  relate  to 
dark  smoke  but  to  the  emission  of  large  quantities  of  light  smoke  and  fumes  from 
several  low  chimneys,  s^me  in  an  adjoining  area.  Depending  on  wind  direction  this 
proved  offensive  on  occasions.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Operators  who 
promised  to  go  into  the  matter  with  a view  to  overcoming  the  trouble  if  at  all 
possible . 

In  all  4K  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.

Following  discontinuation  of  the  Ministry's  scheme  for  rodent  control  on  farm.s , 
the  Lccal  Authority  adooted  a special  scheme  for  farms  during  1958 • At  the  end  of 
the  year  70  contracts  had  been  m'd.e  with  farmers  and  quarterly  treatments  had 
commenced.  Lurirg"  1959  further  contracts  were  made  so  that  the  tot''R  at  the  end 
cf  the  year  was  115.  Four  complete  treatments  involving  throe  or  four  visits  were 
given  to  all  the  farms  inrrolved.
